The amendment by Sen. Rob- 


ert C. Byrd, D-W.Va., would 
permit the owner to sell or rent 
the dwelling without being sub- 
ject to the ban on discrimination 
if he did not employ a real-es- 
tate agent or broker.

real estate business, who do not 
own more than three single- 
family dwellings, and who do 
not sell more than one of their 
houses within a 2-year period.

be an excellent chance to get 
a vuff later if declarer isn't

If West were on lead against 


a four heart c o n t r a c t , we 
might recommend the lead of 
the singleton nine of clubs. 
West would expect his partner 
to hold some d e f e n s e and 
West would really expect to 
get in a ruff at some stage of 
the play. 


When West led that single- 


ton nine against the slam con- 
tract, he was taking the worst 
of it. He also was properly 
punished since that nine spot 
lead produced the jack from 
dummy, the king from East 
and the ace from South.

spur in my heel. Is it caused 
by a calcium deficiency? Will 
it get worse? What Is the best 
treatment? 


A—The causative factors in- 


clude arthritis, age (over 50), 
overweight and poorly fitted 
shoes. It is not caused by a 
calcium deficiency but an ac- 
cumulation of calcium at a 
point where the heel is sub- 
jected to continued trauma. It 
Is not likely to grow larger 
unless the injury Is repeated 
day after day. A similar spur 
in a location whore it was not 
subjected to d a l l y weight- 
bearing pressure could exist 
for y e a r s without you ever 
knowing you had it. 


Most victims can b« made 


comfortable by removing as 
many of the causative factors 
as possible and by padding to 
take the p r e s s u r e off the 
tender spot. Only rarely is it 
necessary to remove the spur 
surgically. When this Is done, 
the spur may form again if 
the factors that caused It in 
the first place have not been 
remedied.

closed last month that the gov- 
ernment itself IS contributing to 
the travel drain by not making 
sure that all its contractors and 
other U.S.-financed, nongovern- 
ment employes use U.S. airlines 
wherever possible. 


At a recent orientation meet-, 


ing, the National Science Foun- 
dation warned 180 persons who 
are going to India for science 
development work this summer 
that they'll have to pay for any 
portion of their travel flown on 
foreign airlines. 


Some prospective itineraries 


— one including eight separate 
legs on foreign airlines—have 
been ordered revised. 


Officials of both AID, which 


finances the India program, and 
NSF, 
a government agency 


which operates it, said there 
have been mild gripes from 
some participants but no official 
complaints. 


Russell Dills, assistant direc- 


tor of AID's office of technical 
support, contended the travel 
has "been pretty well policed" 
in the past. 'But he acknowl- 
edged "there's no question 
about It" that enforcement is 
being stepped up now. 


A National Science Founda- 


tion spokesman said essentially 
the same thing.
